Her Hand on Button Fells the 
Famed Attraction of Two 
Expositions. 


CROWD STANDS ON HILL 
Wavering, Circle of Steel Seems 
to Menace Woman Wreck- 
er Near By. 











SHE RUNS FOR HER LIFE 





More Than 6,000,000 Have 
Viewed Expositions From 
Its Cars, 





With the pressure of a woman's hand 
on an electric button, the Ferris Wheel, 
from which six million persons have 
looked down upon the two biggest 
world’s fairs ever held, was hurled 
from its proud position in Forest Park, 
and left a mass of twisted iron and 
steel, fit only for the junk heap. 

Mrs. Cora Bennett, wife of W. G. 
Bennett, superintendent of the Chicago 
Wrecking Co., gave the pressure that 
sent an electric current to 100 
pounds of dynamite under the eastern 
abutments the north side of the 
wheel. 

The noise of the explosion was dis- 
appointing. One of the aerial bombs 
which were features of the fireworks 
display at the Exposition could be heard 
many blocks farther away than the 
explosion yesterday. Classes at Wash- 
ington University, a short distance 
away, were not disturbed when the 
giant charge was set off. 

There ‘was a dull, smothered roar. A 
dense cloud of smoke and dust arose, 
enveloping the great wheel that tow- 
ered 250 feet in the air. Before the 
dust cloud reached the mighty 74-ton 
shaft, around which the wheel re- 
volved, the great structure was seen to 
quiver at the. very top. For an instant 
it leaned ever so slightly toward the 
north. Then the massive structure, as 
if endowed with life and mortally 
wounded, seemé™@:to try to right its po- 
sition and unde thie-#erk of the de- 
stroyers. at a all 

Stecl Twists Like Wire. 

Slowly and gracefully the rim of the 
great wheel resumed its original place. 
Thely it veered around, not on its axis, 
but on its base, and the top of the 
wheel showed evidence of the damage, 


that had been wrought at the base. 
The entire structure twisted until it 


on 


Jihad been turned about one-quarter of 


the way around. It appeared as though 


“it was going to fall to the south and 


measure its length on the ground. 

There was a creaking and groaning as 
the mighty iron girders and great steel 
rods gave way beneath the enormous 
pressure. Buddenly the structure 
stopped its careening southward, and it 
fell with a resounding crash _ directly 
over the place that had been its foun- 
dation. ° 

In an ingyant the magnificent circle of 
steel curled into a twisted and broken 
mass of girders. Rods which had proven 
their strength before millions of people 
were twisted like copper wire. 

It was with a sigh that Mr. Bennett 
viewed the wreckage. [/nder Mr. Ben- 
nett’s direction the wheel had been twice 
taken apart and re-erected. He had di- 
rected its movements all during the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition, had wit- 
nessed mgny of the wedding cere- 
monies that had occurred in the bridal 
ear, and had heard the words of wonder 
of visitors from all lands. 

Workmen had removed all the 
cars and trappings weeks before. All 
day Fri@iy a score of workmen were 
busy drilling holes in the concrete foun- 
dation that supported the superstruc- 
ture. In the morning a 50-pound charge 
of dynamite had been exploded under 
the concrete base, and two nillars of 
concrete 4 feet square and extending 18 
feet Into the ground were all that: re- 
mained to destroy to topple over the 
wheel. 


the 


Crowd Stands on Hills. 
These bases were honeycombed with 
100 holes and in each hole was placed a 
stick of dynamite weighing a pound. 


These were tamped in place and smal! 
copper wires and fulminating caps were 
attached to each stick. Then heavy 
timbers were placed over the founda- 
tion to prevent the flying of the pleces 
of concrete that. would be hurled sky- 
ward. 

When all was in readiness Foreman 
Brond gave the word to Capt. Murphy, 
chtef of the guard during the Fair, and 
in charge of the police since, and or- 
dered everybody to a safe distance. 

The wire had been conveyed to a point 
200 feet south of the wheel where Mr. 
Bennett and his wife were stationed. 
They were under the very shadow of 
the great wheel. The end of the wire 
was attached to a dry battery, and 
when the word was given Mrs. Bennett 
pressed the button. 

A large crowd had assembled on Ag- 
ricultural Hil] to witness the work of 
demolition. They feared to approach 
closer. The hill on which the LIllinols 
Building had stood contained another 
great crowd, but "when the time ap- 
proached for the discharge they sought 
safety further away. 

When the explosion did com-, it 
seemed that the wheel was going to top- 
ple over and bury under its ruins the 
Persons who had caused. the final 
wound. So imminent did the peril ap- 
pear that both Mr. and Mrs. Bennett 
turned and fied up the hill toward the 
site. of the Illinois Buikiing. Mrs. Ben- 
nett’s ankle turned on a stone, and she 
fell. Mr. Benrett stopped to aid her to 
her feet, and here the flight. ceased, as 
the wheel had settled 0% its: foundation

Six or seven thousand spectators who 
watched the performance of Wallace's 
Circus at Alton last night were thrown 
into panic and many were in imminent 
danger when four horses attached to a 
chariot ran away after the driver had 
been thrown from the vehicle. 

The maddened animals went around 
the ring five times before they were 
stopped, and at each turn of the oblong 
track it seemed that they would cer- 
tainly plunge into the spectators, who 
were packed tightly on the seats. it 
was the most thrilling spectacle in the 
form of a chariot race that has been 
seen in a long time. 

The runaway occurred In what was 
billed as the last feature of the Roman 
Hippodrome, which closed the. circus 
performance, It was a four-horse char- 
lot race, one team driven by Mrs. Rob- 
ert Abrams and the other by Joseph 
Mescal. 

The hippodrome track. which sur- 
rounded the rings in which the per- 
formance had been given was barely 
wide enough for the two teams to run 
abreast. 

At the turns the teams had to slow 
down, as ‘the chariots would swing 
along on the ground, the wheels barely 
touching, and one. chariot and its four 
plunging horses would take up all the 
room. 

Teams in Collision. 


The race was to be three times around 


the track and two circuits were made 
in safety. Then at one of the curves 


a collision occurred. Mrs. Abrams was 
on the inside as the teams ran along 
the straight stretch of track. In mak- 
ing the swing Mescal should have held 
his team back to swing in behing her 
and gain the Inside for the next straight 
run. 

In some manner Mescal failed to 
check his team sufficiently and the 
chariot driven by the woman swung 
over and struck his chariot. The force 
of the collision was almost enough to 
upset the low, two-wheeled vehicle, and 
Mescal was thrown sprawling among 
the spectators, sitting on the front 


seats. 
As soon as the driver was thrown 
the four horses, feeling the absence of 
the controlling hands at the reins, 
sprang forward at their topmost speed. 
Mrs. Abrams saw the danger and sne 
tugged at the lines and checked the 
speed of her team. She was near the 
exit from the main tent and she turned 
her team through this gateway and 
left the track for the runaways. 


Spectators Jump in Fear. 


When the four horses, going at their 
topmost speed, reached the end of the 
OVal track to make the sharp turn they 
did not check their speed perceptibly. 
The spectators, seeing the animals 
dashing towards them, did not believe 
that the horses would make the turn 
without a driver and they sprang from 
their seats, scrambling for places fur- 
ther back where they would be safer. 
But the horses made the turn all 
right, though the chariot, swung free 
of the ground, came perilously close to 
those on the lower seats and threw dirt 
half way up the granstand. 

On the straight track the horses in- 
creased their speed as they approached 
the other end at a frantic pace. There 
was another scene unt a panic 
at that end of the track, for it seemed 
that the horses, now crazed with fright, 
would dash straight into the crowd. 

Men were yelling, women were scream- 
ing, children were crying and the circus 
attaches were rushing wildly in all di- 
rections. The horses continued their 
— around and around the track. 
After the first circuit or two the spec- 
tatora had retreated and were huddled 
into a solid masse at the top of the rows 
of seats. 


Clowns Stop the Runaway. 
Twenty or thirty clowns with bogus 
musical instruments had been giving a 
burlesque rehearsal in one of the rings. 


When they saw the danger they dropped 
their horns and drums and ran out on 
the track. They made several inef- 
fectual efforts to stop the horses, and 
several times many of the motley crew 
had narrow escapes. Finally, as the 
horses were making the fifth circuit of 
the track the clowns massed at one of 
the turns and by waving their arms and 
shouting caused the horses to go slower. 
A dozen hands seized bridles and reins 
and the animals were stopped. 

Mescal, who is an adopted son of 
Benjamin Wallace, proprietor of the cir- 
cus, was badiy bruised and one shoul- 
der was dislocated. The injury was at- 
tended to in the creeene room and he 
was taken to the circus train, where he 
Was put to bed. The circus left at the 
usual ‘hour and is giving performances 
today in Jacksonville, Ml.

For if he fails to “endorse” their acts and 
writes “veto” on one of them, it fails unless it is re- 
passed by two-thirds of both houses. 

It is also provided that he shall take care that all 
laws shall be faithfully executed.

N especial cheerfulness seemed to be in the atmosphere when the 
members of the Once-a-Week Book Club assembled for their current 
meeting. The story to be discussed was that found in Mrs. Humphry 

Ward's new noel, “Fenwick’s Career” (Harpers, New York), which they 
had read since their preceding session. 

“Two things we lack in the American literary world,” remarked the 
Artist. “One is an authoritative ‘high society’ novelist, such as Mrs Hum- 
phry Ward, the other is a depicter of native rural types like Thomas Hardy, 
these two being the foremost English fiction writers of their generation.

MAN AND NATURE IN AUSTRALIA. 


Randolph Bedford, an Australian author, turns the searchlight of a keen 
intellect upon man and nature in the island continent, in a novel with the 
title “The Snare of Strength,” published by Herbert B. Turner & Co., Bos- 
ton. It is a picture of strong men, working out their fate in an environment 
to be found only in that land of strange natural contradictions. 

The chief male characters in the story are prospectors and mining ad- 
venturers, and in their relationships with the other sex a capital love ro- 
mance, ending in tragedy, grips the reader’s interest. The hero, glorying in 
his atrength and flushed with the wine of life, comes to grief, politically and 
socially, because of a lack of balance in his character. Death overtakes 
him just as he tries to retrieve what he has lost through waywardness. The 
after fate of the heroine suggests the question whether it is necessary for a 
yyvoman to marry @ man she cares little or nothing for, in order to escape 
spineterhood, having lost the “right” man. Is any man better than none? 

The life of humanity in a country such as Australia is—with its drouths 
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lasting two or three years and its natural prodigality—is well depicted inthis 
novel. We see how the men and women of such a land are molded by en- 
vironment. Naturé’s recklessness seems to have an-influence upon them, 
and they are tempted to gamble with life itself. After a three-year drouth, 
the windows of heaven are opened, and ali things are suddenly renewed. 
The earth teems with action and désire. The grass and flowers grow so fast 
pne can almost see the movement. Birds, lizards, ants and all sorts of in- 
sects swarm and invade all places. As the prospectors climb the ridges in 
search of ore signs, ‘‘the innumerable variants of life sprang from them and 
at them as they approached; the spear-grass, breast high and still growing, 
put forth new leaves and broke Immature spears against and in the travel- 
ers’ clothing—springing so quickly that it might almost be seen in the act, 
budding to be heard, growing as if it would never grow again—as if todRKy 
and tomorrow the world’s end. Song and chirp and creak and rustle and 
whirr! An insect as big as a dewdrop calling to an insect the size of a 
daisy to hurry up and save the solar system; great grasshoppers in an in- 
sanity of fear whirring in the faces of the men, who cursed the endless

JOURNAL OF LA SALL LE’S LAST voy AGE. 


We who live here upon the scene of La Salle’s romantic exploits cannot 
tire of reading the journals of his scribes. A number of them have been 
published from time to time, and now we have “A Journal of the Last Voy- 
age of La Salle” (Joseph McDonough). It is what is known as the Joutel 
journal, and is an elaborate English edition of a new print of the journal 
in France. It is locally interesting to know that the volume carries a 
frontispiece of La Salle after the statue by Gudebrod at :the St. Louis 
World's Fair. , 

Joutel’s account of this last expedition of La Salle, one of the impor- 
tant “source-books” of American history, was considered by Charlevoix “to 
be the most reliable account of any of the followers of La Salle.” As the 
title indicates, it is in the form of a journal and gives a very vivid and 
detailed day by day account of everything encountered on that eventful 
expedition. The manners and customs of the Indian tribes then occupying 
that section of the country and everything of importance is carefully noted, 
showing the author to have been a keen observer. Of this particular ac- 
count Parkman said he “gives the impression of sense, intelligence and 


eandor throughout.”

aws of the Paddle and Saddle Club. 


Hidden away in the very last articles 
of the constitution and by-laws of the 
Paddle and Saddle Club, the new rid- 
ing and canoeing organization which 
Opens its doors at Valley Park Satur- 


day, is the above most important sen- 
ence, which, to my mind, assures the 
Success of the venture. 

I have long wondered how promoters 
and organizers of athletic clubs could 
reconcile the sale of intoxicating Nq- 
uors to the fosterment of athleties. For 
intoxicating liquor and athletic. exer- 
cise are absolyte antitheticals. ‘The 
one most virulently opposes the other: 
The man who drinks liquor has scant 
inclination for athletics. The fellow who 
is given to athletics will not drink in- 
toxicating beverages. He must, nay, 
dares,. not. 

Some years ago when the courteous 
Mr. Charles Henry Genslinger ushered 
me through the Missouri Athletic Club 
he repeatedly called my attention te 
many little nooks and crooks and cribs 
and corners which he stigmatized as 
Places in which you can have a little 
nip, lttle nip being Mr. enslinger’s 
euphemism for drink. 

So frequent were these places of the 
little nip that I began to wonder if 
Mr. Genslinger was not bullding a rath- 
skeller and calling it an athletic club. 

I suppose that a bar, small, the small- 
er the better, is a proper and component 
part of the furnishings of an athletic 
club. It should be small and set far 
apart from the main places of resort in 
the establishment. ‘The sale of liquor 
should not be pushed in an athletic 
club, for liquor makes to destroy the 
athletic impulse and. practice. Of 
course the revenue derived from its sale 
may be of much moment, but I have 
no confidence in athletics supported by 
a saloon. 

The resolution of the Paddle and Sad- 
dle Club not to permit liquor to be sold 
on its premises I highly commend. It 
means that the club will be a true ath- 
letic organization, made up of young 
men, who rely upon their natural, un- 
stimulated strength to carry them 
through the world. It precludes the 
idea of foolishness about the clubhouse 
and in sports. The example of the new 
club in this respect is well worthy of 
wide and general imitation.

MONEY FOR FESTIVITIES 


Veiled Prophet Revenue Would 
Have Built New Museum 
Now Needed. 


Halsey C. Ives, head of the St. Louis 
School of Fine Arts, declares that the 
men of St. Louis are wofully lacking in 
taste and’ appreciation for art. “It will 
be through the women of the city, with 
but smalé assistance from the men, that 


we will be able to raise the money 
necessary for the new museum in Forest 
Park,’’ he says. 

The statement was made in the Morris 
meeting at the Hamilton Hotel Friday. 
Mr. Ives cited the fact that in the last 
23 years three business organizations in 
St. Louls have collected for use of the 
organizations more than the $960,000 
needed for the museum. He said that if 
the $85,000 annually expended for the 
Veiled Prophet and the large amounts 
spent on fall festivals had been turned 
to the use of art, there might be now in 
the city 20 heroic monuments of men 
who made the country west of the 
Mississippi what it is, and that Lewis 
and Clarke would not now be without 
a Suitable memorial in the city. 

“An endowment for an art museum 
might then be possible,’’ he continued, 
“and we could have a library endow- 
ment so large that it would not. be 
necessary to ask Andrew Carnegie for 
money to erect a new building.’’ 

The meeting, which was held in the 
dining room of the hotel, was called to 
order by Mrs. Birney Dysart. Other 
speakers besides Mr. Ives were Rabbi 
Harrison and Mrs. H. M. Cole. 

The Morris meetings are held for the 
purpose of popularizing the teachings of 
William Morris, English author and 
philosopher.
